Fe “WILMINGTON - Residents prac- 
ficed the purest form of democracy 
on Saturday, and completed all 
scheduled business, 36 articles, in 
record time. The town approved the 
town budget, a curfew for public 
parks, adopted a local meals tax, 
and approved new bylaws pertaining

Though scheduled to begin at 10:30 
a.m., it was just before 11:00 a.m. 
that the required quorum of 150 reg- 
istered Wilmington voters was 
reached. 

Residents voted on the Town bud- 
get department by department, as 


ing on each line item, approving a 
total budget of $78,718,090. The bud- 
get engendered very little discussion 
and was completed in less than 20 
minutes. 

“That was a record,” observed 
Town Moderator Jim Stewart. 

There were several articles that 
were met with vigorous, though 


respectful, debate. The closest vote 
of the day was for Article 22, which 
proposed a curfew in public parks, 
playgrounds and fields. It was 
approved by a vote of 63 to 53. 
Wilmington Police Chief Michael 
Begonis acknowledged that the very 
word ‘curfew’ often led to negative 
feelings and stated that -the article 


should have been described as set- 
ting “hours of operation.” Begonis 
pointed out that these ‘curfews’ 
were already in existence by sig- 
nage, but that no law existed to 
enforce them. 

“This is not meant to stop an indi-

Jury acquits 
VonKahle 


Less than thirty minutes of deliberation

WOBURN - A jury in 
Woburn District Court took 
all of thirty minutes to acquit 
Michael VonKahle, 50, of 
Wilmington of charges stem- 
ming from an alleged fight 
with his son’s Pop Warner 
coach in October 2009. 

William Reynolds, 44, filed a 
civil complaint against 
VonKahle on alleged criminal 
acts and assault and battery 
with a dangerous weapon (a 
shod foot). Reynolds himself 
was acquitted on a charge of 
aggravated assault and bat- 
tery with serious injury fol- 


lowing a two-day trial in’ 


November 2010. 

The cases stemmed from an 
incident: occurring October 
16,2009 when: VonKahle, then 
48, dropped his son off late to

According to police reports, 
following a ten-minute shout- 
ing match, the men left the 
field and came to blows 
behind the snack shack of the 
Robert Palmer Field near 
Wilmington’s Town Hall just 
after 5:30 p.m.

Pop Neilson’s farm 


By LARZ F. NEILSON 

WILMINGTON - Like any 
area, Wilmington once had 
many farms. Around 1800, the 
town was actually the hop 
growing capital of the US., 
and some local people made 
quite a bit of money. Later, 
eranberries were a major 
crop. 

Farming was a business as 
well as a way of life. That 
meant having a market for 
what is. grown. In most 
instances, that would mean 
packing produce into boxes or 
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barrels and transporting it to 
a wholesale location. 
Yentile’s farm, which was 
located on Cross Street and 
between Lowell Street and 
Main Street, produced large 
quantities of food during 
World War II, sold at whole- 
sale markets in Boston. 

It was the lucky farmer who 
had a great location and cus- 
tomers with money. Such was 
the case with Pop Neilson. 

Pop and Stina Neilson came 
to this country from 
Denmark in 1888 with her son 
Carl. They first settled in 
Woburn, and then moved to 
Wilmington, at the corner of 
Chestnut Street and Hillside 
Way. Within the family, that 
was referred to as the “old 
farm.” They had five more 
children. 

In 1907, their son Eddie saw 
that the Harnden farm at 
Silver Lake was for sale. 
There was about 20 acres on 
both mags ,of Glen Road at 

am t. So they sold 
the old farm and ove to the 


sommes & good move 


At the time, Silver Lake was 
becoming a summer resort. A 
streetcar line came out from 
Boston, and throngs of city 
folk would come to the lake in 
the summer. Stina Neilson 
and her daughters ran a sum- 
mer boarding house, known 
as “The Elms.” They ran ads 
in the Boston papers, and 
were kept busy all summer 
with their guests. 

Meanwhile, Christian 
Neilson, known as “Pop” 
worked at his farming. He 
had a dozen cows and a gar- 
den of about ten acres, in the 
area where the Town Hall dri- 
veway now runs. There was a 
large barn facing Glen Road, 
which was torn down about 
ten years ago. 

Pop’s nee. Sylvia Neilson 

wrote a family history, Lars & 
Dorothe’s Kith and Kin, 
which includes the following 
account of activity on the 
farm in the early 1900’s: 

Summertime gave all the 
boys of the neighborhood to 
make a little money.

ABOUT THE 
ESTATE TAX 

The estate tax is back, freshened 
and trimmed, with some new fea- 
tures that make it — if possible — 
more “user-friendly.” 

First and most impressive, the 
exemption for this year rises to $5 
. million, instead of the $1 million 
that would have been effect under 
the old law. Better yét, the exemp- 
tion can be shared: that is, if the 
first spouse to die doesn’t use the 
entire exemption, the surviving 
spouse gets to use it for his or her 
estate. The tax rate for estates 
over the exemption drops to 35 per- 
cent from the 55-percent maximum 
rate in the old law. 

More: Heirs can once again use 
date-of-death valuation of inherit- 
ed assets, with no need to seek 
basis cost of old stock portfolios or 
pay capitol gains tax on them. Still 
more: The estate tax valuation of 
real estate — allowing discounted 
valuation of up to $1,020,000 of land 
used for farming — has been 
revived.

Wheelabrator North Andover, 
brought additional informa- 
tion about violations at the 
North Andover facility to the 
attention of the AG’s Office in 
July 2010. 

“Municipal waste collection 
is an important public ser- 
vice, but waste incineration 
triggers many important 
environmental regulations, 
and strict compliance with 
those regulations is required 
in order to ensure that the 
public health is protected,” 
said MassDEP Commissioner 
Kenneth Kimmell. 
“Wheelabrator fell far short 
of meeting some of the most 
basic requirements and the 
settlement today, which is the 
highest ever for a state case 
arising out of environmental 


“violations, reflects the seri- 


ousness with which 
MassDEP takes this require- 
ment. . Protecting public 
health and the environment 
must be priority one for 
Wheelabrator from this day 


- forward.” 


The three Wheelabrator 
facilities, which can process 
up to 1,500 tons of municipal 
solid waste per day, all gener- 
ate ash, which contains cont- 
amifnants such as lead, cad- 
mium, and arsenic. 
According to a court com- 
plaint filed this week by the 
Attorney General’s Office in 
connection with the settle- 
ment, the Wheelabrator facil- 
ity in Saugus allegedly failed 
to properly treat ash prior to 
its disposal. The AG’s lawsuit 
also alleges that there was a 
hole in the roof of the Ash 
House at  Wheelabrator 
Saugus, allowing ash to be 
released into the air. The 
complaint further alleges 
that the company used 
municipal water to clean the 
Saugus plant and its equip- 
ment, held the resulting 
wastewater in portable stor- 
age tanks, and then emptied 
the tanks into the facility’s 
parking lot and surrounding 
wetlands. The wetlands are 
part of the Rumney Marsh, 
which is a designated area of 
Critical Environmental 
Concern. The AG’s complaint 
alleges that, in September of 
2009, a Geotube, a large filter 
used for removing ash from 
water broke open at the 
Saugus facility, allowing 8,000 
gallons of ash sludge to spill 
into the parking lot and 
adjoining vegetated wetland. 
Wheelabrator failed to notify 
MassDEP as required for 
timely response under state 
hazardous materials laws. 
The company then allegedly 
excavated surrounding wet- 
lands without, obtaining 
approval from the MassDEP 
or the Saugus Conservation 
Commission. 

Concerning the North 
Andover plant, the AG’s com- 
plaint alleges that there was 
a hole in the roof and side 
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-“clarifier,”

House, enabling ash to be 
released into the air sur- 
rounding the plant. The 
North Andover plant also 
allegedly transported 
untreated ash to landfills in 
Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire and stored it in an 
outdoor, “cooling pond” or 
which it then 
dumped into a storage area. ? 
MassDEP has conducted 
inspections of all three incin- 
erators within the past 
month. At each plant, 
Wheelabrator outlined for 
MassDEP the changes it had 
made in operations and pro- 
cedures to ensure compliance 
with environmental laws. 
Based on these inspections, 
MassDEP is confident that 
the three Wheelabrator 
plants no longer present a 
current threat to human 
health or the environment. 
The complaint also alleges 
that in March 2010, the land- 
fill in Shrewsbury used by 
Wheelabrator Millbury for 
ash disposal, dumped ash on 
an ice shear, which collapsed, 
causing 15,000 gallons of ash 
water and 450 cubic yards of 
ash to wash into the adjacent 
brook and wetlands. 
Wheelabrator admits no 
wrongdoing in resolving 
these allegations. It has 
agreed to pay a total of $7.5 
million under the terms of the 
settlement, directed as fol- 
lows: 
- $45 million to create a 
Municipal Fund that the AG’s 


Office will distribute to © 


municipalities’ that paid 
Wheelabrator Saugus and 
North Andover for trash 
incineration services; 

- Two payments totaling $2 
million for civil penalties 
arising from multiple envi- 
ronmental violations; . 

- $500,000 donation to the 
Massachusetts Natural 
Resource Damages Trust; 
and 

- $500,000 for a supplemen- 
tal environmental project or 
projects, to be approved by 
MassDEP and the AGO, 
designed to improve the envi- 
ronment in the vicinity of 
Wheelabrator facilities. 

In addition to the monetary 
component, Wheelabrator 
must immediately hire an 
independent environmental 
auditor to monitor the compa- 
ny’s compliance with environ- 
mental regulations. The com- 
pany will be subject to unan- 
nounced inspections by the 
auditor for the next three 
years. 

The Massachusetts 
Environmental Strike Force 
is an interagency unit, which 
is overseen by AG Coakley, 
MassDEP Commissioner 
Kimmell and Energy and 
Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Richard Sullivan.

Benton also does her own 
projections annually, and 
finds that they line up well 
with the NESDEC numbers. 

Projections typically 
include statistical and demo- 
graphic data collected in 
construction, new multiple- 
residency units, and birth 
rate in town as predictors of 
future enrollment. 

Inrecent years, peak enroll- 
ment was 2007 to 2008, with an 
enrollment of 1,001. In 1996 
enrollment had only 677 stu- 
dents at the same high 
school. 

Others may remember a 
much higher high school 
enrollment back in the 1970s. 

Marilyn Allard, Assistant to 
the Superintendent, has been 
with Wilmington Public 
Schools for 43 years and is 
planning to retire June 30. 
Allard remembers much larg- 
er classes and a unique 
arrangement to solve the 
problem of not enough class- 
rooms for space. In 1974, 
there were 1,481 students - 
attending the high school. 
Foreign Language and anoth- 
er subject were taught at the 
Swain School. Wilmington 
demolished the Swain School 
last summer after authoriza- 
tion from Town Meeting. 

In order for students to trav- 
el to the Swain School back in 
the 1970s, they had to cross 
Middlesex Avenue and, 
Church Street, both roads are 
more frequently traveled 
today than forty years ago. 

In 1977 and 1978 enrollment 
was very high, nearly reach- 
ing 1,500 pupils, slowly declin- 
ing. In 1979 enrollment was 
1,339 students and in 1982 the 
population was down to 1,127.

Previous to the creation of 
the MSBA, projections were 
generated by each school dis- 
trict either on their own or 
with the help of a consultant.

“Establishing an accurate 
enrollment projection is one 
of the first steps in the 
MSBA’s process for construc- 
tion and renovation projects. 
The agreed upon enrollment 
projection is necessary to 
inform the feasibility study 
and design so that the result- 
ing school building project is 
right-sized,” says the report, 
adding that the new, more 
accurate process has saved 
over $74.5 million in construc- 
tion costs from overly opti- 
mistic and unverified projec- 
tions. 

In its work’ with 
Wilmington’s High School 
Building Committee, the 
MSBA’s recommended enroll- 
ment projection is 960 for 
opening in 2014, correlating 
closely to locally generated 
projections. 

“We are going to be building 
a very flexible building so 
that there will be small learn- 
ing spaces, allowing for 
smaller classes, project 
based learning, and more,” 
Benton told the Crier. ,

Dear Editor, 

April 30th was one of the 
best spring days in recent 
memory. A day I had pre- 
pared for had arrived. Town 
Meeting! I still believe in 
direct democracy, and I cele- 
brated my good fortune to be 
living in one of the few places 
on Earth that it was still 
practiced. And the colonial 
procession opening the meet- 
ing, with the placement of the 
flag by Minutemen in authen- 
tic and well-crafted 1775 bat- 
tle garb, made me feel a 
direct connection to what our 
forbears fought and died for. 

The 2011 Wilmington town 
meeting was concluded in 
record time. Firebrand Kevin 
Mc Donald was absent, con- 
firming what many regular 
participants suspected: his 
provocative and sometimes 
contentious objections ques- 
tioning the status quo regard- 
ing town expenditures and 
priorities significantly 
lengthened past debates. The 
approval of the budget autho- 
rizations - the first half of the 
articles published in our 
"Warrant" - swept through 
without objection or discus- 
sion in less than an hour. 
Even Moderator James 
Stewart exclaimed our record 
time at passing appropria- 
tions of $78+ million in spend- 
ing for the next fiscal year 
which starts this fall. $57+ 
million of that will come from 
the property tax levy that you 
andI pay. | 

At the other end of the Town 
Meeting at 3:30, we approved 


- the imposition of an addition- 


al .75% increase in the meal 
tax. This was not to reduce 
the property tax or to pay for 
any immediate expense, but 
was justified as a way to take 
advantage of out-of-town 
workers who eat here, and as 
a way to keep up with sur- 
rounding towns who already 
take advantage of this new 


state-authorized opportunity 
(when our state legislature 
recently raised our sales tax 
rate by 25%) to raise addi- 
tional revenues for municipal 
purposes. Wilmington 
always maintains a healthy 
surplus referred to as "free 
cash" that we keep banked 
for the future and this newest 
tax will augment those mil- 
lions further. 

In the middle of Town 
Meeting, we approved several 
other routine "housekeeping" 
articles ranging from allow- 
ing senior citizens to work at 
minimum wage for the town 
to offset their property taxes 
to spending short money to 
fund our beloved parades. 
There is never any debate 
about these benevolent and 
inexpensive gestures. And 
although you can usually 
count on several petitioners 
requesting a change of zoning 
so they can subdivide their 
property for a child or par- 
ent, it didn't happen this 
year! Instead, the zoning 
requests this year were from 
those who wanted to permit 
subdivision for profit and/or 
to align their properties with 
their surrounding neighbors. 
These votes require a two- 
thirds majority, so petitioners 
call in all their friends and 
neighbors to help get their 
variances passed. After the 
vote, you see attendance drop 
off noticeably. Articles on 
zoning changes often bring 
touching personal stories 
about individual families in 
our town and the most sym- 
pathetic stories are usually 
successful in garnering the 
required majority to pass. 

One well-debated article 
concerned changing the 
requirements for the selec- 
tion of a new Town Manager. 
Our current manager, who is 
well respected by all, is near- 
ing retirement. The question 
was about whether a new 


Town needs fencing bylaw

I would like to thank those 
residents in attendance at the 
April 30, 2011 town meeting 
who voted in favor of my pro- 
posed fencing bylaw.

As a technically orientated 
person, I provided too much 
specificity in my proposed 
bylaw. In retrospect, I should 
have followed a principle I 
learned in the Army but sel- 
dom ‘follow, “keep it simple 
stupid” or KISS. I should 
have proposed a_ fencing 
bylaw which simply applied 
the existing fencing bylaw 
verbiage “shall be compatible 
with the scenic character of 
the Town,” to all properties! 

I believe that Selectman 
Newhouse was also hypocriti- 
cal and acted with bias in 
advocating my hiring an 
attorney to litigate a dispute 
concerning a spite fence 
under available state statutes.

The town voted to adopt a 
local meals tax of .75% by 
passage of Article 19. Though 
the topic was hotly debated, 
the measured passed with rel- 
ative ease. 

The state raised the meals 
tax from 5% to 6.25 back in 
2009, and subsequently pre- 
sented municipalities with 
the option of adopting a .75% 
local meals tax. All monies 
of that .75% would go directly 
to the town. Town Manager 
Michael Caira estimates that 
the measure could bring in an 
estimated $300,000 per year. 
According to the Department 
of Revenue, more than .120 
communities throughout the 
Commonwealth have already 
adopted the tax. $37.5 million 
has been raised throughout 
the state since inception of 
the law. 

From the consumer stand- 

. point, on a $10 restaurant bill, 
the tax would be seven cents. 
On a $100 bill, the local tax 
would amount to 75 cents. 

The Board of Selectmen pre- 
sented the article for a vote at 
Town Meeting, but its mem- 
bers were divided on the 
issue. 

Selectman Michael 
Newhouse spoke in favor of 
the measure, arguing that 
whether or not Wilmington 
adopted the tax, residents 
were paying it regardless - 15 
of the 22 communities that 
surround Wilmington had 
already adopted the tax. 

“Every time we patronize

Investigators allege that 
Codair was the central figure 
in this scheme. Codair was 
an EMT formerly at 
Armstrong Ambulance and 
he taught four refresher 
training courses during the 
period of 2006 through 2009. 
Codair held the courses at the 
Medford Police Training 
Academy, and authorities 
allege that for these particu- 
lar courses, Codair permitted 
EMTs to sign course rosters 
without attending the course. 
Codair then allegedly submit- 
ted the rosters to OEMS, 
falsely certifying all signers’ 
attendance at those courses, 
thus enabling the signers to 
qualify for recertification. 

Authorities also allege that 
Connor, Kulis, McPherson 
and O’Connor each signed 
attendance’ rosters for a 2007 
refresher course without hav- 
ing attended any of the class- 
es. Codair then allegedly 
submitted the rosters to 
OEMS for credit. The four 
men each relied on OEMS 
granting them credit for hav- 
ing attended the 2007 fefresh- 
er in applying for, and obtain- 
ing EMT recertification.

“You’ve asked us to support 
the Town Budget, and we did 
so overwhelmingly, but this is 
not needed,” Marchese said.

“It 
is going to get more and more 
difficult to provide the level of 
services that we’ve grown 
accustomed to. We should not 
punish ourselves for having 
been judicious with our 
finances.” 

The article passed by a vote 
of 65 to 29.

A typical day for a high 
school student-athlete would 
be school, practice; home- 
work, some TV and bed. But 
for Nathan Downs, his typi- 
cal days on the track-and- 
field are anything but typi- 
cal. Actually what he pulls 
off is almost a miracle. 

Take for instance the team’s 
meet against Amesbury back 
on Wednesday, April 20th. All 
Downs did was take three 
individual first places, being 
the best in the high jump, 
long jump and in the 400, and 
then on the final race of the 
day he was the anchor leg of 
the winning 4x400 relay team, 
helping Wilmington rally 
from a 45-point deficit to 
defeat the Indians, 74-71 and 
improve to 5-0 at that time. 

Four events, four first 
places, all in one meet? 
Absolutely crazy. 

The senior was asked about 
what a ‘typical meet’ is like 
for him. 

“It’s real, real, real tough,” 
he said, while taking a break 
from last Thursday’s prac- 
tice. “It starts with long 
jump. I jump a couple of 
times over there. Then I go 
right to high jump and I 
jump once there. Then I go to 
the 400 and after I’m done 
with that, I walk back to the 
high jump, jump there a cou- 
ple of times and then I go 
back to the 4x400 relay. 
During that time, there’s 
absolutely no chance of me 


getting any kind of break at’ 


‘all. For every jump, I have 
three minutes to do it, and I 
take that full three minutes 
just to compose myself, 
stretch a little bit more and 
relax a little bit.” 

Throughout that time in 
which Downs is trying to 
bounce around from event-to- 
event, head coach Mike 
Kinney said he never takes 
for granted just what this kid 
does for the program each 
and every day. 

“Nate Downs is an excep- 
tional athlete that only 


ily j jumping into the record books 


comes around every ten 
years or so,” said Kinney. 
“He has a combination of tal- 
ent, heart and dedication. 
We knew that he was a spe- 
cial athlete when he was 
freshman and he played a 
significant role on the 
Division 3 State 
Championship team in 2008. 
He is a tough kid who works 
hard at practice every day. 
He does not succumb to 
minor injuries, but rather 
when he is hampered by 
injury he focuses on tech- 
nique work in the field 
events. I feel as though he 
could qualify for state meet 
in eight events. So far this 
spring he has qualified in 
five.” 

During that one meet 
against Amesbury, Downs 
scored 17.5 points and was a 
little bit shy of figuring in a 
quarter of the team’s total 
points on that day. And to top 
it all off, the kid didn’t even 
participate on the outdoor 
track team last year because 
he suffered a broken arm 
during the 2009-10 indoor 
season. 

“I was warming up (for an 
indoor meet last January) 
and usually I would jump up 
and touch the (basketball) 
rim,” he said. “I would usual- 
ly jump up and just tap it 
with my hand, but I got a lit- 
tle cocky and I went up a lit- 
tle too much and my feet 
went underneath me. I was 
coming down with my arms 
extended in front of me and I 
knew it wasn’t a good idea. 
As soon as I hit the ground I 
looked at my arm and it was 
like a ‘S’ shape. It just really 
hurt and the other arm was 
really stiff.” 

Upon further review with a 
trip to the hospital, Downs 
found out that he broke the 
radius and ulna of his right 
arm. Still that didn’t keep 
him out from trying to help 
his team. In the next regular 
season meet, Downs had his 
track shoes on, his uniform 
on and a big cast on his right

It took less than 90 min- 
utes and only 69 pitches by 
junior Vinny Scifo for the 
Wilmington High School 
Baseball team to even its 
record to 4-4 on the season. 
On a beautiful Tuesday 
afternoon, the right-handed 
tossed a beautiful three-hit 
shut out leading Wilmington 
past Rockport, 6-0, in a 
Cape Ann League game 
played at Scanlon Memorial 
Field. 

“He threw just 69 pitches 
so you can’t do any better 
than that with seven innings 
and 69 pitches,” said head 
coach Aldo Caira about 
Scifo, who improved to 2-0 
on the season. “He’s been 
doing that all season. Our 
starting pitching has been 
outstanding all season and 
we just haven’t had any hit- 
ting these last couple of 
games. We did have 11 hits 
against Lynnfield and today 
we had 13, so if the bats 
come alive, I think we’ll be 
a contender.” 

Scifo was in complete com- 
mand of the game right 
from the get-go. He retired 
eight-of-the-first-nine _bat- 
ters he faced giving up a 
one out double in the second 
but he escaped trouble by 
striking out the next two 
batters. He gave up a harm- 
less two out single in the 
third, and then was helped 
out by poor baserunning by 
Rockport in the top of the 
sixth as two runners were 
thrown out at third base. 
But all in all, he gave up 
three hits, didn’t walk a bat- 
ter and struck out five. 

“He pitched last Tuesday 
and he went seven innings 
and he threw 102 pitches 
and he had a little sore arm 
during the week,” said 
Caira. “But today he said 
he felt great and you could. 
tell. His change-up today 


was just awesome and he. 


had one kid who he just 
absolutely baffled. Vinny’s 
not really a power pitcher, 
but he’s around the plate a 
lot and he keeps (opposing 
batters) off balance.” 

Wilmington could have 
easily had a big lead 
through the first two 
innings but some ill-advised 
. base running on its own 
took the Wildcats out of sev- 
eral potential big innings, in 
particular the first two. 
Wilmington banged out six 
hits and drew a_ bases 
loaded walk and had just 


one run to show for it. 

“We ran ourselves out of 
the first two innings,” said 
Caira. “Up until today we 
really haven’t had too many 
base running blunders but 
we almost took ourselves 
right out of today’s game. 
We could have put ten runs 
up on the board today.” 

Wilmington scored single 
runs in the second, third 
and fifth innings before 
breaking the game open 
with three runs in the sixth. 
Phil Lentini walked with the 
bases loaded in the second 
to score Dalton Rolli, who 
started the one out rally 
with a single and a steal of 
second base. In the third, 
Cole Peffer doubled and 
later came home on an 
infield error. Then Rolli was 
back at it in the fifth when 
he singled in Sean Hanley, 
who started the inning off 
with a double past first base 
and into right field. 

Wilmington then padded 
the lead scoring three runs 
in the bottom of the very 
bizarre sixth inning. With 
the bases loaded, Scifo hit a 
groundball to third base. 
Wilmington’s base runner 
Mike Ciampa was on the 
third base bag when the 
Rockport. third baseman 
tagged the base and he 
tagged Ciampa, before then 
trying to pull off a triple 
play by tagging out Andy 
Owens, the runner from sec- 
ond, who was already out 
with the force play tag at 
third. Meanwhile, Ciampa 
started off the third base 
bag thinking he was out. 
Caira yelled out to him to 
come home and touch the 
plate, and he finally did so. 
The coached joked that his 
kids had it planned the 
entire way. 

“Oh yeah absolutely,” he 
said.. “We had Mike fake 
coming off the bag, and he 
just walked home and 
touched the plate. That was 
the oddest play. What hap- 
pened was (the Rockport 
third baseman) stepped on 
the base which took the 
force off so the runner on 
second (Andy Owens) was 
out. Mike (Ciampa) could 
have stayed at third and he 
started to come home 
because he thought he was 
out. I’m yelling at him to 
touch home plate. He did 
step on the plate and the his 
run counted because when 
he was tagged, he was on 
the base and it was already 
after the force and he didn’t 
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have to leave.” 

Thus Ciampa scored to 
make it 40 and then quickly 
thereafter both Phil Lentini 
and Scifo came around on a 
two-run single by Peffer to 
close the scoring out at 6-0. 

Wilmington finished the - 
game with 13 hits, including 
a 3-for-4 day by Rolli, the 
No. 7 hitter in the line-up. 

“Dalton’s been coming 
around,” said Caira. “He 
was sharing the (catching) 
position earlier but I think 
he has won it outright now. I 
can’t take his bat out of the 
line-up. He had two hits last 
game and three today. And 
Mike Ciampa has been play- 
ing part time (at third base) 
with Dan Pothier and Mike 
took advantage of the play- 
ing time today (with two 
hits out of the No. 9 spot).” 

Ciampa and Peffer also 
had two hits each, while 
Lentini got on base three 
times with a single and two 
walks. 

“The kids just need to 
build some confidence,” 
said Caira. “We lost the first 
two games of the season by 
one run and I think that 
really affected the kids and 
I think they started thinking 
‘well maybe this isn’t going 
to be a great season’. But I 
think once they realize that 
when they put the bat on the 
ball and get some hits, we’ll 
be right in every game we 


play.” 


On Saturday, Wilmington 
was defeated by Lynnfield, 
11-6. Scifo had two hits 
including a double, Lentini 
had two doubles and a pair 
of RBI, while Dan Pendenza 
also knocked in two. Hanley 
and Rolli also had two hits 
and one RBI each. 

Last Thursday Wilmington 
defeated Ipswich, 2-1, in 9 
innings. John Keough was 
the winning pitcher as he 
tossed two scoreless innings 
in relief coming in for 
Hanley, who. was terrific 
through the first seven. 
Hanley was then the hero in 
the ninth as he led off with 
a single and stole second, 
before coming home on an 
errant throw on a ground- 
ball off the bat of Lentini. 
Scifo chipped in with three 
hits as well.

anchor leg of the 4x400 relay 
team which finished second 
at the CAL Meet and fourth 
at the Class C Meet.

we’re much better than a .500 
team’. We’re 5-0 because we 
have a lot of very good 
younger kids. They are look- 
ing up to ‘me and saying ‘I 
want to work as hard as him’ 
and Ilove that because I 
think that’s what a captain is 
supposed to do.”

Austin Prep Athletic Hall of Fame 


The 1974-75 Hockey team gets in 


When high school hockey 
fans in Massachusetts think 
of Austin Prep today they 
think of a traditional power- 
house squad, one that rou- 
tinely has a spot reserved in 
the Super 8 Tournament. But 
it was not always that way, 
and in fact it still may no be 
that way if not for the heroic 
efforts of the 1974-75 edition 
of the Cougars. 

While they were unable to 
capture the state title that 
season, what the Cougars did 
do in their run to the Eastern 
Mass Division 2 finals at the 
Boston Garden was put 
Austin Prep hockey on the 
map, and they have stayed 
there ever since, having now 
made the state tournament in 
34 of the past 38 seasons and 
the Super 8 Tournament in 
seven of the past 10 years. 

The team’s run to the finals 
where they ultimately fell to 
powerhouse Billerica by a 
score of 5-4, electrified school 
spirit, lifting Austin to a peak 
as it emerged from what one 
faculty member ruefully 
called "a long and dark valley 
of apathy." 

There is a school of thought 
that the ‘74-75 team's achieve- 
ment helped put Austin on the 
map in the hockey-mad Big 
Bad Bruins era. Suddenly, top 
players began looking to -— 
and coming to — Austin, con- 
sidering it a worthy home for 
their talents. As a result, the 
hockey program developed 
into one of the finest in the 
state. 

And the hockey team’s suc- 
cess turned out to be about 
more than just sports as it 
also helped spread the gener- 
al Austin message, to the 
point that the school soon 
ranked as one of the elite 
institutions anywhere from 
and academic standpoint. 

It’s hard to imagine Austin 
Prep as an underdog nowa- 
days, but that is exactly what 
they were back in the 1974-75 
season. In fact, it was not 
until the final day of the sea- 


son that the Cougars clinched 
their playoff spot with a tie 
against Andover. 

Entering the season finale 
against Andover, coach Gary 
Bishop’s Austin squad owned 
an 11-4 record, already its 
best ever, but a loss would 
deny the’ Cougars a playoff 
berth. And when the Cougars 
trailed 3-2 with time winding 
down in the third period, it 
appeared that they would fall 
just short of their goal. 

But the Cougars refused to 
quit as they tied the game in 
the most dramatic fashion 
possible when Paul Miller 
poked in a rebound in front of 
the net with one second left in 
the game. The goal . gave 
Austin a tie and a spot in the 
tournament. 


Not much of a spot, though. 
Austin was relegated to a 
play-in game in Billerica 
against St. Mary's just to get 
to the actual state tourna- 
ment. But once they got their 
chance the Cougars made the 
most of it, routing St. Mary’s 
by a score of 7-2 before mov- 
ing on to the next round 
where they downed a favored 
Stoughton squad by a score of 
41. 

Finally, with a spot at the 
Boston Garden on the line, 
the “Cinderella Cougars” as 
they were now known 
knocked off a powerhouse 
Hingham squad by a score of 
5-4 to reserve their spot. 

Led by three players who 
would go on to score over 200 
career points; forwards Paul 


-Miller, Thom Lawler and Tom 


Carr, the Cougars made their 
way to the Garden to take on 
the best the state had to offer. 

Along with Miller, Lawler 
and Carr, the Cougars also 
featured In addition, Globe 
All-Scholastic defenseman 
Charlie Antetomaso, defense- 
man and captain Ron Nelson, 
and skilled newcomers, such 
as Tony Santullo and Mike 
O'Connor. Still, very few out- 
side of the Austin family gave 
the Cougars much of a 
chance against the big boys 
at the Garden. 

The Garden program for the 
quarterfinals included a pre- 
view by a Globe reporter who 
explained why seven teams 
had viable shots at the crown. 
One school wasn't mentioned. 


Austin, of course. 

But once again the Cougars 
were not to be denied. Austin 
toppled Barnstable by a score 
of 4-3 in overtime in the quar- 
terfinals and moved on to the 
semi-finals where they out 
lasted league rival Tewksbury 
in a 5-4 thriller. 

Now came the opportunity 
for the ultimate upset in the 
ultimate game. But standing 
in the Cougars path was 
mighty Billerica. The 
Indians had just about been 
bequeathed the title and 
indeed had thumped Austin 
twice, 7-2 and 6-3, during the 
regular season, 

But this time things were 
different as Austin raced to a 
4-2 second period lead. 


Ultimately the Cougars were

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unable to hold on as thay 
spent too much time in the

game. 

That consigned Austin “to 
runner-up status -- every- 
where but at 101 Willow Street 
in Reading, the site of Austin 
Prep. The Cougars had 
become the darlings of the 
school and the state's high 
school hockey fans, and their 
impact, even today, is still felt 
at Austin Prep and in fact 
throughout the entire state.

ANDOVER -- When she 
came to Austin Prep, there 
were only ten girls in her 
entire eighth grade academic 
‘class. When she left Austin 
Prep as a senior graduating 
in June of 1999, she officially 
put ‘Cougar Athletics’ on the 
‘map, whether it was in soc- 


‘cer, basketball or softball. 


Michelle McGonagle is easily 
the best female athlete to 
ever suit up in an Austin Prep 
uniform, and that was proven 
this past Saturday night 
when she became the first 
and only female to be induct- 
ed into the school’s inaugural 
Hall of Fame during a cere- 
mony held at the Wyndham 
Hotel in Andover. 

McGonagle was one of five 
individuals and one team to 
be inducted on Saturday. She 
joined male honorees 
William Shakalis (‘68), Terry 
Burke (‘75), Robert Derrah 
(*84) and Chris Capraro (‘02) 
as well as the 1974-’75 men’s 


“hockey team. 
~_ McGonagle, who grew up in 


Wilmington and now resides 
in North Reading, was so 
humbled by the entire ordeal 


,that having her proud father 
_Jim spread the news, or hav- 


ing the Town Crier ask for an 
interview, was almost as 
tough as stopping her on the 
athletic fields where she still 
holds 15 school records in two 
different sports. 

’ “Mr. (Paul) Moran, (the) 
Austin Prep Headmaster, 
called my cell phone and told 
me about the induction,” said 
McGonagle. “I told him that 
I was honored and flattered 
to have been inducted into 
the Hall of Fame. I was 
unaware that they were even 
in the process of choosing 
athletes. Mr. (Dave) 
Gramling, my softball coach 
during my years at Austin, 
nominated me.” 

As soon as she got that 
phone call, she made one of 
her own, to her father Jim. 

“I called my Dad once I 
found out. He was thrilled. 


He posted it on Facebook. I 


called him as soon as I saw it 
and asked him to take it 
down, but he wanted to tell 
“everyone,” she said with a 
big laugh. 

Indeed Jim wanted to share 
the great news because after 
all, there’s so much to tell 
when it comes to his daugh- 
ter’s athletic career. She 
remains the most decorated 
athlete ever at Austin Prep, 
earning 14 varsity letters in 
soccer, basketball and soccer. 
She was a Boston Globe All- 
Scholastic in soccer, a Lowell 
Sun All-Star in all three 
sports, a league all-star in all 
three sports and was also the 
first non Wilmington High 
School female athlete to be 
‘iamed as the Town Crier 
Female Athlete of the Year

back in 1998. 

Besides her individual acco- 
lades, McGonagle helped the 
basketball team win three 
straight league titles, and 
helped the softball team 
make long and successful 
runs in the Division 3 North 
and Eastern Mass tourna- 
ments. 

She said all of that success 
was due to her coaches and 
teammates. 

“My coaches, just to name a 
few Mr. (Tom) Enright in 
basketball, Mr. Gramling in 
softball, and Noel Higgins in 
soccer, all created an envi- 
ronment that challenged me 
to improve, that molded me 
into not only the player but 
the person I am today,” she 
said. “And I owe so much to 
my teammates. Throughout 
the years we shared so many 
great memories together 
both on and off the playing 
field. I would not have been 
nominated if it wasn’t for 
each and every one of them.” 

McGonagle made a huge 
impact at Austin Prep the 
moment she walked through 
the door as an eighth grader. 
As a member of the girls’ 
soccer team, she set a school 
record scoring 30 goals in one 
season, including seven goals 
and added three assists in a 
single game. She also scored 
five goals in another game. 
In soccer, she was named a 
league all-star all five years, 
and was named a Lowell Sun 
All-Star twice and a Boston 
Globe All-Scholastic once. 
She ended her career with 116 
goals, which still holds today 
as a school record. She also 
still holds school records for 
assists inja game, season and 
a career, and points in a 
game, season and career. 

Turning to basketball, 
McGonagle was the team’s 
point guard, leading the 
Cougars to three straight 
league titles during her 
sophomore, junior and senior 
seasons. She earned four var- 
sity letters, was a two-time 
league all-star, and a Lowell 
Sun All-Star. Her coach Tom 
Enright, knew that basket- 
ball wasn’t McGonagle’s 
favorite sport, and once told 
her father that “If Michelle 
wanted to devote herself to it, 
basketball could be her 
(best) sport.” 

And while soccer was her 
best sport in terms of stats, 
softball indeed was her best 
sport. She was dynamite on 
the softball diamonds, 
cially defensively as a catch- 
er. She said that she owes a 
lot of credit to Paul Lyman, 
the WHS Hall of Fame 
Coach, who guided her 
through her childhood youth 
softball days. He was the one, 
she said, who allowed her to 
call her own pitches and get 
involved with every aspect of 
the game. 

During her career at Austin 


Prep, McGonagle set school 
records for batting average, 
career hits, career home 
runs, career stolen bases and 
runs in a season and a 
career. She earned five let- 
ters in softball, was a league 
all-star four years, a Lowell 
Sun All-Star three years and 
helped lead the Cougars to 
two league titles during her 
junior and senior years, as 
well as helping the team 
reach the sectional final 
every year she was in the 
program. 

While she set numerous 
records, she also holds the 
distinction of being one tough 
customer. During one of her 
games, she dislocated a fin- 
ger on her throwing hand. 
She went to the bench for 
treatment and there she told 
the trainer to fix her finger 
immediately. Everyone look- 
ing on turned away as the 
trainer popped the finger 
back in and McGonagle went 
back to catching blazing fast- 
balls and throwing out would- 
be base runners trying to 
swipe a stolen base. 

After high school, 
McGonagle continued her 
athletic days playing both 
soccer and softball her fresh- 
man year at Assumption 
College, and then just softball 
during her sophomore sea- 
son. She transferred to 
Lesley College because she 
wanted to become a teacher, 
and she is now employed as a 
second grade teacher in 
Medford. On Saturday night, 
she enjoyed the entire cere- 
mony with her husband Jim 
Toothaker and the rest of her 
absolutely wonderful family. 

“T really have to thank my 
parents (Jim and Mary 
Ann), for always being 
there,” she said. “I have to 


thank my family, many of 
whom were there that night, 
for being my biggest fans. I 
have to thank my teachers at 
Austin for their wisdom and 
support. I want to thank my 
teammates, like I said before, 
I wouldn't have been where I 


’ was if it wasn't for them and 


my coaches, for great guid- 
ance, support, and always 
pushing me to do better.” 

McGonagle was officially 
introduced by Enwright and 
then she gave her acceptance 
speech, which of course she 
dreaded. But she said, the 
entire ceremony was some- 
thing she’ll never forget. 

“The ceremony was amaz- 
ing,” she said. “From the 
decor to the food to seeing 
many faces from Austin that 
I haven't seen in a while to 
meeting the other inductees 
(all of it was amazing). When 
I got there I looked around 
the room and saw how many 
people were there I thought 
about giving my speech. How 
am I going to be able to get 
up in front of that many peo- 
ple? Its a lost easier talking 
to a group of second graders 
than adults. (But) the crowd 
was receptive and they were 
great. It was an amazing 
honor.” 

But once she received that 
last applause before going 
back to her seat, she said it 
was easier to relax a bit and 
go back to her normal hum- 
bled manner. 

“Everything was much bet- 
ter once my speech was 
over,” she said with a laugh. 

And then when it was over, 
there was Dad making 
Facebook posts about his 
daughter’s special night 
overshadowing her absolute- 
ly incredible athletic career 
at Austin Prep High School.

ANDOVER — The story of 
Bob Derrah should be an 
inspiration to any high school 
athlete who might not feel he 
or she is quite good enough to 
compete with the more tal- 
ented kids at their age level.

simply because he enjoyed 
running and thought he 
might be able to hold his own 
at the varsity level. 

Well, Derrah did much more 
than that, putting together a 
career in cross country, win- 
ter and spring track that was 
so outstanding that the 1984 
graduate of Austin Prep was 
honored Saturday night by 
being enshrined in the 
school’s inagural Athletic 
Hall of Fame held at the 
Wyndham Hotel in Andover. 

Derrah had put together 
such an impressive career 
that even he was a little sur- 
prised to hear some of his 
accomplishments as _ they 
were read off during 
Saturday’s ceremony. 

“Saturday night was sort of 
surreal,” said Derrah, who 
was a Tewksbury resident 
during his high school days 
and now currently resides. in 
Wilmington. “I knew I 
deserved to get in, but it had 
been so many years that I for- 
got I had actually done some 
of the things I did. Until you 
hear it read back to you, you 
sometimes can forget.” 

Just what did Derrah 
accomplish? Well for starters 
he still holds the record in the 
two mile event at Austin 
Prep, having run a 9:17.0 in 
his senior season. He was 
also undefeated in the two 
mile in dual meets from his 
sophomore through his junior 
years in both the spring and 
winter seasons, and he was 
elected as a Boston Globe and 
Boston Herald All-Scholastic 
in his senior season. 

To call Derrah the greatest 
runner in Austin Prep history 
would be no exaggeration, as 
he dominated his sport like 
none before him and none 
since. And he did it not just 
in one season or one event, 
but in basically everything he 
tried. 


Making Derrah’s accom- 
plishments even more 
impressive were the way his 
career had started out. He 
had certainly shown some 
promise as a freshman, actu- 


_ ally setting the freshman 


record in the tow mile event, 
but nobody anticipated what 
was coming in his sophomore 
year when his hard work over 
the summer led to an amaz- 
ing cross country season and 
continued through the entire 
year. 

“I had set the freshman 
record, but I was still kind of

green because I had really 
just started running about 
nine months before,” Derrah 
said. “But I did my training 
and I just kept getting better 
and better and I just made a 
concerted effort to get better 
and better and try to be the 
best.” 

As a sophomore, he received 
the Austin Coaches Award as 
the cross-country team's 
most improved runner and 
was also selected to the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference All-Star cross- 
country team and continued 
his tremendous year in the 
winter and the spring with 
his never-ending string of vic- 
tories in the two mile along 
with regularly winning the 
mile and 1,000 meter events 
as he was undefeated at these 
distances as well in the 
Greater Lynn Independent 
League dual meets as a 
senior. He also earned a sil- 
ver medal in the Bay State 
Games mile. 

That senior season was one 
for the ages, as Derrah was 
named the Austin Prep’s first 
ever All-Scholastic runner in 
both cross country and 
indoor track. And Derrah 
earned everything he got that _ 
senior season. Already a 
dominant runner in both his 
sophomore an junior years he 
worked harder than ever in 
the summer between his 
junior and senior years to 
become an even better run- 
ner. 

He was so good that his 
matchups against other top 
runner in the state became 
events of their own. 

He was undefeated in the 
cross country season, win- 
ning all ‘six dual meets, 
breaking the course record in 
at five of the six events, 
including breaking the Austin 
course record by a total of 42 


‘seconds over the entire sea- 


son 

“T started to beat some of 
the other elite runners and 
started to become someone 
that other runners wanted to 
challenge,” Derrah said. 

Derrah continued the out- 
standing season in the New 
England Catholic Cross- 
Country Championships 
where he won in a course 
record time of 14:07 at 
Franklin Park. 

While Derrah was not over- 
ly confident, Derrah was con- 
fident enough in his abilities 
to know that he had what it 
took to beat the other top run- 
ners in the state. 

“I always had some butter- 
flies. I don’t know if I expect- 
ed to win, but I felt like if the 
race was close I was a dogged 
enough competitor to do what 
it takes to win, Derrah said. 
“I always felt like I could kick 
it into another gear and be 
able to win.” 

Derrah kicked it into a com- 
pletely different gear in one 
particular meet against

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The road to reconstruction 
Francis Wyman House, damaged by fire, closer to il

15-years ago this November, the Francis Wyman House in 
Burlington suffered severe damage when a fire broke out under- 
neath a window. Fortunately, it didn’t spread too far as the 
doors inside were closed and the fire department was able to 
knock it down quickly. 

However, some of the interior and exterior were dai 
including the first floor entryway, and water leakage to the front 
of the house. 

This is a house that has existed for almost 350 years. 
According to Mike Tredeau, co-chair of the Burlington 
Historical Commission, Francis Wyman laid foundation for the 
house back in 1666. Others, though, date the house only back to 
the 1700s. 

A recent discovery may lend credence to the idea that it was 
built in the 1600s. A summer beam in the kitchen floor was 
uncovered bearing the roman numeral IV, which architects and 
historians say dates back to the 1600s. 

Wyman, born in England, was baptized on Feb. 26, 1619, 
according to information from marthachurchill.com/ 
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family/wym.htm. He had two brothers, John, baptized two 
years later, and Thomas. His father was also named Francis 
and his mother was Elizabeth (Richardson) Wyman. 

His mother died on May 20, 1630 just before John and Francis 
left for America: The third brother, Thomas, stayed back in 
Hertfordshire, England-and inherited the family farm. 

When the Wyman brothers landed in America, they settled in 
Woburn, which at the time comprised what is now Winchester, 
Wilmington, Stoneham and Burlington (all the way to the 
Billerica line). 

Both John and Francis purchased a large plot of land and 
each built a house. The house built by Francis still stands, but 
the house built by John has either fallen down or been torn 
down (no specific information was available as to the exact fate 
of the house). 
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BURLINGTON’S FRANCIS WYMAN HOUSE was 
placed on the National Historic Register in 1975. Francis 
Wyman Association and Town of Burlington expected to 
spend one hundred thousand dollars to repair and restore 
the historic home. The photo above left shows the home 
prior to some period restoration that has already been 
completed.

The plot goes like this: A 
teenage girl goes out into 
the world for the first time, 
and is forced to battle for 
her life. Talk about the per- 
ils of leaving home. 

Director Joe Wright 
weaves elements of dark 
fairy tales into the adven- 
ture thriller Hanna, filmed 
on location in Europe and 
Morocco. Hanna (played by 
Academy Award nominee 
Saoirse Ronan of 
Atonement, also directed by 
Wright) is 16 years old. She 
is bright, inquisitive, and a 
devoted daughter. 

Uniquely, she has the 
strength, the stamina, and 
the smarts of a soldier; 
these come from being 
raised by her widowed 
father Erik (Eric Bana), an 
ex-CIA man, in the wilds of 
North Finland. 

Erik has taught Hanna to 
hunt, put her through 
extreme self-defense work- 
outs, and home-schooled her 
with only an encyclopedia 
and a book of fairy tales. 
Hanna has been living a life 
unlike any other teenager; 
her upbringing and training 
have been one and the 
same, all geared to making 
her the perfect assassin. 
But out in the world there is 
unfinished business for 
Hanna's family, and it is 
with a combination of pride 
and apprehension that Erik 
realizes his daughter can no 
longer be held back. 

In the first moments of 
Hanna, the audience real- 
izes this is unlike any faty- 
her-daughter relationship 
they have ever seen before. 
Erik sneaks up on Hanna 
and throws her to the 
ground. She leaps up and 
starts pounding him sense- 
less. 

Those scenes are weird 
enough, but they don’t accu- 
rately. capture the overall 
strangeness of the film. 

The movie straddles the 
canyon of absurdity, as the 
action sequences featuring 
the young girl make the film 
resemble something like 
‘Jason Bourne: The Teenage 
Years.’ 

Once caught, Hanna 
escapes, but with a CIA 
operative, Marissa (a very 
evil Cate Blanchett) track- 
ing her. The strength of the 
film is not the plot, but 
instead the constant gun- 
fights, assassinations, chas- 
es and brawls. 


“SOURCE CODE” 
GRADE: *** 

‘Source Code’ is such a 
well-made science fiction 
film that you won’t mind 
that much of the elements 
of its plot are borrowed 
from other movies and/or 
television series. 

The plot revolves around 
storyline: 
When decorated soldier 
Captain Colter Stevens 
(Jake Gyllenhaal) wakes up 
in the body of an unknown 
man, he discovers he's part 
of a mission to find the 
bomber of a Chicago com- 
muter train. 

In an assignment unlike 
any he's ever known, he 
learns he's part of a govern- 
ment experiment called the 
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"Source Code," a program 
that enables him to cross 
over into another man's 
identity in the last 8 minutes 
of his life’ With a second, 
much larger attack threat- 
ening to kill millions in 
downtown Chicago, Colter 
re-lives the incident over 
and over again, gathering 
clues each time, until he can 
solve the mystery of who is 
behind the bombs and pre- 
vent the next attack. 

The story borrows bits of 
many, many movies and TV 
shows: Groundhog Day and 
12 Monkeys primarily, but 
also portions of Quantum 
Leap, Speed, Avatar, and 
several different episodes of 
Lost. 

Much like the mash-up of 
plotlines used to create it, 
the movie is an action piece, 
a thriller, a romance, anda 
whole lot more - and works 
on almost every level. 

The only time it stumbles 
is an ending that feels awk- 
ward, overly sentimental - 
not like the rest of the film 
at all. 

Along the way, of course, 
he becomes involved with a 


beautiful passenger, 
Christina, played by 
Michelle Monaghan. 


The film is literally a 
race against time with each 
8 minute repeat of the mis- 
sion bringing Stevens more 
answers about the terrorist 
plot and himself. 

Vera Fermiga as the 
Army captain commanding 
Stevens and Jeffrey Wright 
as the scientist who created 
the "source code" technolo- 
gy add strong support. 

With a mind-bending 
premise, "Source Code" will 
keep you guessing and will 
not disappoint. 


“SUCKER PUNCH”

"Sucker Punch" is an 
epic action fantasy that 
takes us into the vivid imag- 
ination of a young girl 
whose dream world pro- 
vides the ultimate escape 
from her darker reality, but 
the storytelling and charac- 


ters (while nice to look at), 


leave a lot to be desired. 
Unrestrained by the 
boundaries of time and 
place, the young girl, 
Babydoll, is free to go where 
her mind takes her, and her 
incredible adventures blur 
the lines between what's 
real and what is imaginary. 
She has been locked 
away against her will, but 
Babydoll (Emily Browning) 
has not lost her will to sur- 
vive. Determined to fight for 
her freedom, she urges four 
other young girls-the reluc-

The Francis Wyman House 
is a two-story square house 
with a main entryway opening 
into a very small hall and a 
steep flight of stairs leading to 
the second floor. It was used 
as a garrison house to which 
farmers could flee to in case 
of Indian attacks (during 
King Phillip’s War 1675-1676; 
also useful during the French- 
Indian War some 90. years 
later). 

It was unusual in its time, 


said George Francis Dow ' 


back in 1921, of the Society for 
the Preservation of New 
England Antiques, for having 
four rooms on each floor with 
a fireplace in each room. 

Around 1720-1730, when 
Burlington formed, the house 
had been lived in and the 
tracks of land it sits on had 
been formed and improved 
upon by countless Wyman 
family members. 

At that time, Francis had 
been dead for 20 or so years, 
as the date of his death is list- 
ed as being in 1699. His broth- 
er Thomas died in 1684 (no 
date of death was listed for his 
third brother, Thomas, or 
father, Francis). 

In the 1600s, John and 


Francis, both tanners, were — 


among the largest landholders 
in Woburn. The Francis 
Wyman House is one of the 
three oldest houses in the 
state and the oldest house still 
standing in Burlington. 

The fire of 1996 almost put 
an end to the house, burning 
and charring much of the his- 
toric interior. It prompted a 
Phase I restoration back in 
the late 1990s. Unfortunately, 


.limited funding meant not 


much could be done: structur- 
al repairs, installing a new 
wood shingle roof and restor- 
ing the exterior were all that 
could be done at a cost of 
approximately $150,000.

Reed purchased the house 
from the Wyman family, tem- 
porarily changing its name to 
the Jonathan Reed House, 
before selling it to the associ- 
ation for renovations at the 
beginning of the 20th century. 

With this grant, the town 
can begin Phase II work, 
which includes repairing and 
rebuilding the fire-damaged 
hall and_ staircase, floor 
replacements, exterior 
repainting, and accessibility 
improvements to allow the 
structure, once work is com- 
plete, to function more effi- 
ciently as a museum and his- 
toric site. 

Plans for both phases were 
prepared by John Goff, d/b/a 
Historic Preservation and 
Design. Phase II work will be 
undertaken by Peter Hamm, 
d/b/a Historic Preservation 
Associates. 

Hamm called the house “a 
most rewarding preservation 
project” due to its significant 
regional material, such as 
handcrafted wood paneling 
and detailed early moldings. 
Goff added his excitement to 
be working with Hamm, say- 
ing, “He is very experienced . 

. and comes highly recom- 
mended.” 

The house was added to the 
National Register of Historic 
Places in 1975 and named one

Research has shown that 
essential memory-enhancing 
activity occurs during the 
deepest stages of sleep. Men 
and women both young and 
old can improve memory by 
routinely getting a good 
night's sleep. 


* Exercise. Exercise is ben- 
eficial in many ways, but men 
and women might not know 


the effects routine exercise 
can have on memory. 
Exercise increases the flow of 
oxygen to the brain, which 
reduces the risk for disorders 
that can lead to memory loss. 
Cardiovascular exercise that 
increases oxygen flow to the 
brain can reduce risk for 
stroke and diabetes while 
simultaneously improving 
memory. 


* Work to reduce stress. 
Stress is harmful in a number 
of ways, and memory loss is 
no exception. The hippocam- 
pus is a region of the brain 
thought to be responsible for 
memory. When men and 
women are stressed and do 
nothing to positively address 
that stress, the hippocampus 
is damaged, negatively affect- 
ing the brain's ability to form 
new memories. 


Men and women can 
reduce stress in a number of 
ways, including daily exercise 
and eating a healthy diet. In 
addition, coping with stress in 
a healthy way, such as 
through exercise or even med- 
itation, and not through 
unhealthy, harmful channels 
like consuming alcohol or 
overeating, can greatly 
improve quality of life and 
help improve memory as well. 


* Eat right. What you eat 
can also impact what you 
remember. An unhealthy diet 


Naps make you smarter 


According to a 2010 study 
conducted by researchers at 
the Sleep and Neuroimaging 
Laboratory at the 
University of California, 
Berkeley, a midday nap 


might just make you 
smarter. 
The study was conducted 


with the help of 39 college 
students, each of whom was 
asked to learn a series of 
new names and faces at 
noon and match the faces a 
few minutes later. The same 
test was then performed at 6 
p.m. that same day. A group 
of the participants who took 
a nap at 2 p.m. performed 
better than those students 
who did not nap. The latter 
group, in fact, had a signifi- 


cant decline in memory test 
scores. Researchers credit 


the nap with refreshing the | 


brain, and they credit the 
study with showing that the 
brain's ability to absorb 
new information declines 
over the course of a typical 
day. When a person naps, 
that decline seems to be 
reversed. However, 
researchers noted that col- 
lege students, who generally 
do not get adequate sleep, 
might not make the best 
subject matter thanks to 
typically poorsleeping 
habits. Men and women who 
do get adequate sleep might 
not experience any 
improved memory if they 
take a nap during the day.
